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Thieves alias Detaulters. 


We shall do very little theorizing 

upon this subject, because the cause 
of the evil, like all others which affect 
onr political or finantial system, is so 
far removed from reach by pernicious 
laws or the lack of law’ that theo- 
ries won't affect them. 
an earthquake will convince us that 
the earth is frail. Nothing but riots, 
strikes and murders will show us that 
corporations should be controlled. 
Nothing less than the theft of $1,000,- 
000 will prove te us that bank officials 
may be dishonest. We may, however, 
ask a few questions: Why do we not 
consider the defaulting banker a thief? 
Why do we not punish him as such? 
Why do we not write him down for a 
lying, swindling robber instead of the 
more gentle apd distinquished ‘‘de- 
faulter."" Why do we lug Tweed, the 
hoary old villain, from jail and sit 
with open mouths listening to his say- 
ings? Is it because the exploits of 
thieves are commendable in proportion 
to their magnitude? There are honest 
people in New York, Philadelphia, 
Chicago and San Francisco who have 
been robbed of their earnings within 
the last three months, and by whom? 
Thieves? No, bless, you, not thieves 
but “‘defaulters,” a milder name and 
one which fits more nicely to the small 
codfish which feed and strengthen 
their peculiar smell upon our poor 
little bodies. One J. C. Duncan has 
lately robbed hundreds of poor men 
in San Francisco, but does any injured 
man expect that he will be punished 
adequately? Ifso, then he does not 
appreciate his own and his brother, 
the judge’s, reverence for codfish. If 
the man who takes one life merits 
death, what shall we award to these 
thieves—‘‘defaulters’ — who defeat 
years of honest toil for thousands of 
better men. We don’t punish distin- 
guished thieves, because there is a 
growing ambition among our young 
men to become defaulters themselves, 
one day—of course every American

A nicer word 
will be then devoted to male thieves, 
and the female who shall be discovered 
with insolvent virtuous conditions will 
be dubbed ‘‘defaultress.”

Particulars of the Surrender 
of Joseph’s Band. 


Fort Benton, (Montana) Oct. 8.— 
Since the first battle of Colonel Miles 
with Joseph’s band, the troupes have 
been holding the hostiles in a narrow 
ravine and picking them off from rifle 
pits, loosing only fourmen themselves.- 
Joseph raised the white flag four 
times, offering to surrender if he 
might keep his guns. Col. Miles de- 
manded an unconditional surrender, 
and on the last day Joseph raised the 
flag again, advancing in front of lines, 
handed his gun to Miles and shook 
hands withhim. Theremainderofthem 
did thesame. Forty wounded Indians 
were found in camp; the number of 
dead is unknown as all were buried. 
The glory of the fight rests with Miles. 
The intrenchments of the Nez Perces 
were ingeniously constructed; their 
bravery was unsurpassed throughout 
the fight, and they are credited with 
numerous acts of humanity to wound- 
ed whites. 

The Arizona Sentinel states that the 
Southern Pacific Railroad bridge over 
the Colorado River is 480 feet long, 
with a draw of 187 feet.

Interesting to Stock Raisers, 


The Grange Goes After the Wholesale 
| ‘Butehers. 


Before adjourning on Saturday, Oct. 
| 6th, the State Grange of California 
adopted the following series of resolu- 
tions concerning the wholesale butch- 
ers: 

* Whereas, Great hardship and loss 
have been brought upon many stock 
raisers of California aud Nevada, and 
a restraint upon their personal liberty 
in the handling of their stock for mar- 
ket, according to their own choice, 
| has been wrought by a grinding mo- 
nopoly in this city known as the 
Wholesale Butchers’ Association, and 
- Whereas, (To cite one of their many 
dictatorial and oppressive: acts, sub- 
versive to our true independence) said 
association has done the following, to 
wit: Provision having been made by 
stock raisers near Reno, Nevada, to 
ship dressed meat in refrigerator cars 
to Francisco, this Butchers’ Asso- 
ciation have, within the last few days, 
notified the city meat jobbers, that if 
they buy this Reno meat they cannot 
buy at any time from them, the said 
Butchers’ Association, thus wronging 
stock raisers as well as city consumers; 
and they did the same thing, also, 
when an Oakland firm sought to sup- 
ply city jobbers with meats; and 

Whereas, It is neither right nor 
just, nor should it be lawful, for any 
monopoly or corporation to exercise 
such tyrannical power over any citi- 
zens of any free country; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Board of Super- 
visors of San @rancisco county, who 
can regulate this matter, be earnestly 
and at once petitioned by the State 
Grange of California to take such im- 
mediate action as well as relieve, from 
such oppressive control by a dozen 
men, our stock raisers, some 800 or 
900 retail butchers of this city, and all 
of its buyers and consumers of meat. 

Resolved, That we petition said 
Board of Supervisors either to rescind 
a@ certain resolution by which they 
limit the slaughtering for the city mar- 
kets to the locality known as Butcher- 
town, on atract of land granted by 
our State Legislature to said wholesale 
monopoly in 1868; or, that they amend 
said resolution by designating one or 
more convenient and objectionable 
points in or near this city, where other 
parties, if they wish 1t, may also have 
slaughter houses. 

Resolved, That a committee of three 
be forthwith appointed to see the 
Board of Supervisors, and present to 
them this respectful petition on behalf 
of the farmers and stock raisers of 
California and Nevada.
